What is TECFIDERA? 

• TECFIDERA is a prescription medicine used to treat people with relapsing forms of multiple sclerosis (MS) 

• It is not known if TECFIDERA is safe and effective in children under 18 years of age 

Who should not take TECFIDERA? 

• Do not use TECFIDERA if you have had an allergic reaction (such as welts, hives, swelling of the face, lips, mouth or 
tongue, or difficulty breathing) to TECFIDERA or any of its ingredients. See below fora complete list of ingredients. 

Before taking and while you take TECFIDERAp tell your doctor if you have or have had:

Coming Together After Tragedy 

An Orthodox Jewish family grapples with unspeakable grief 
after losing 7 children to a devastating fire in Brooklyn 

The father of seven Orthodox Jewish children killed in a Brooklyn house fire on 
March 21 wept at their funeral, with thousands from the community mourning 
the unimaginable loss. Gabriel Sassoon, who moved with his wife, Gayle, and 
their children from Israel to New York City two years ago, was at a religious 
conference when the fire began around 12:30 a.m. Saturday. The fire began 
after a malfunctioning electric hot plate, used to keep 
food warm while obeying Sabbath rules, sparked flames 
that shot to the upstairs bedrooms. Gayle and a 1 5-year- 
old daughter narrowly escaped; at press time mother and 
daughter remained in the hospital in critical condition. 

“My children were so pure,” Sassoon said at the funeral 
before the bodies of the four boys and three girls, ages 
5 to 16, were flown to Israel for burial. “I want to ask my 
children for forgiveness. I did my best and my wife did her 

best There’s nothing to say. There’s nothing to say. 

There’s only one way to survive this: complete and utter, 
total surrender. Surrender. That’s it.”

It’s a sunny March afternoon outside

After more 
than 15 years as a pop star, the multi- 
platinum singer is on a roll— her long- 
running Las Vegas residency has 
grossed nearly $50 million in ticket 
sales in little more than a year. But 
while she loves performing, Spears's 
true passion is being a mother. “My kids 
come first in my life, bottom line,” says 
Spears, 33. Her mom, Lynne, who visits 
from Louisiana each month, tells 
People, “I am so proud of my daughter 
and all her accomplishments, but I am 
especially proud of the mom she is and 
the woman she has become.” 

Finding a balance isn't always easy, 
but Spears is thankful she's able to 
enjoy both a booming career and a pri- 
vate life as a soccer mom, girlfriend and 
devoted daughter.

J ennifer Teege never knew 
much about her family his- 
tory. Born in Munich, the 
daughter of a German mother 
and a Nigerian father, she was 
placed in an orphanage and then foster 
care before being adopted by her foster 
parents at age 7. She saw her mother 
and grandmother sporadically before 
the adoption, then briefly reconnected 
with her mom at age 20. So in 2008, 
when Teege was 38 and working in ad- 
vertising she came across a book called 
I Have to Love My Father, Don ’t I? The 
Life Story of Monika Goeth at a library 
in Hamburg, she instantly recognized 
the name of the woman who had given 
birth to her. “Jennifer was trembling,” 
her husband, Goetz, recalls. Says Teege:

“I could never 
have stayed with him like she did,” 
Teege says. “But if I say I love her, 
would it mean that I too close my 
eyes to what my grandfather did?” 

Then there was the loathing for 
Goeth, whose evil was unthinkable 
to a woman whose college years in 
Israel included time spent reading 
to elderly Holocaust survivors. “I 
just reject him as a person,” says 
Teege. Promoting her book's over- 
seas release, she has reached out to 
Holocaust survivors and Israelis.

C eline Dion is in her ele- 
ment. It's mid-March and 
she's onstage at Caesars 
Palace's the Colosseum for 
the first time since her 
abrupt hiatus last year, delivering a few 
bars on a whim and cracking jokes. But 
at one point she takes a step back to 
share a quiet moment with her hus- 
band of 20 years, Rene Angelil. Holding 
his face, grown visibly thinner from his 
ongoing battle with cancer, she whis- 
pers in his ear in their native French 
and plants a kiss on his cheek. “I always 
remember that saying when you get 
married: 'In sickness and in health,'" 
Dion says later. "I am scared of losing 
him, because it's bad . . . but I have to 
show myself, my husband and my kids 
that I'm strong and we're okay." 

Dion has been working overtime to 
ensure her family's well-being, leaving 
her Las Vegas residency indefinitely in 
August to be with Angelil, 73, and their 
three sons, Rene-Charles, 14, and twins 
Eddy and Nelson, 4V2.

toll ” explains Dion of juggling her career with 
caring for her ailing husband, who had been recov- 
ering from throat cancer surgery, and their kids. 
''When I stopped performing, I wanted to be just 
a wife and a mother.” But after some months at 
home, they began planning her comeback before 
receiving another blow: Angelil's cancer had 
come back for a third time. (He was first diag- 
nosed in 1999.) Yet they decided to move forward 
with her return— kicking off Aug. 27— at the urg- 
ing of Angelil. Says Dion, tearing up: "He wants 
me to sing again, and I want to do this with him.” 

The couple, who began dating when Dion was 

20 and Angelil, her manager, was 46, have a mar- 
riage that has always thrived in adversity. "IBs 
made us stronger,” she says of their struggles, 
which, besides Angelihs health issues, have 
included a miscarriage, fertility problems and 
Dion's own throat illness that sidelined her last 
year. "We've been through a lot and we're not 
questioning, 'What happened and why? And 
how come again?' We just have to get through it 
the best possible way.” Still, she admits, "sick- 
ness is tough; it's not something you choose.” 
Today, Angelil remains unable to speak due to 
extensive throat surgery, has difficulty hearing 
because of past radiation treatments and eats 
through a feeding tube. Dion's return to the 
stage is just one of several "baby steps” the fam- 
ily is taking. "You just have to live every day to 

the fullest We don't know what the future 

will bring, so we decided to just go for it.” 

Days at home in Las Vegas are indeed full— 
and happy— with the center of their lives being 
their three children. "The twins are fine because 
they're young,” says Dion. "But I'm worried 
about RC. He understands what's going on, and 
I feel a lot of empathy for him and I want him to 
feel like he can talk [about things].” Still, the 
teenager, who is homeschooled, is thriving and 
coming into his own. "RC is very athletic,” says 
Dion with a proud smile. "He's playing a lot of 
golf and hockey. We're always going to the 
games supporting him.” As for her vivacious 
twins, "they go from the pool to the sandbox to 
the crayons, and then there was potty-training,” 
she says with a smirk. "That took us awhile!” It's 
these three energetic faces that give her 
strength. "They help me to keep busy and stay 
positive,” she says. "I just can't sit around and 
worry.” Even when she has "those days,” it's 
about keeping life moving. "I'm enjoying the 
time I have with them and my mommy life and 
my wife life. It's wonderful.”

FRIEND 15, police in the tiny 
North Carolina 
town of Leicester arrested Robert 
Jason Owens, a 37-year-old handyman 
who had been working on the Codds' 
property and had even attended their 
wedding last October. According to 
warrants released in the case, Owens— 
who has been charged with two counts 
of first-degree murder and the murder 
of an unborn child— told police he 
“stored and destroyed" the bodies of 
Cristie, 38, and J.T., 45, at his property 
a mile from their home, where author- 
ities said they found human remains 
in a woodstove. The warrants also 
revealed that J.T., who worked as a 
film and TV production grip, was 
killed when he was struck by his 2008 
Dodge Ram pickup while Owens was 
at the wheel. (Investigators have not 
shared a motive or Cristie's cause of 
death; at press time Owens had not yet 
entered a plea.) 

For friends of the bighearted par- 
ents-to-be, the loss is profound. Spend- 
ing time with the pair “was like being 
around the sun," says pal Perry Sachs. 
“They had so much love for the world." 
With a shared passion for adventure 
and the outdoors, the couple had left 
behind their busy lives in California— 
where Cristie had worked as a caterer 
and actress— to settle on a lush, 36-acre 
property with a fixer-upper house and 
pursue their dreams of running a 


hydroponic farm and cafe and raising a 
family. “She was ready to have her baby 
and run the farm," says Dirk Long, Cris- 
tie's partner in Tree Hugger Catering, 
which served on-location food for Hol- 
lywood films. Cristie's father had begun 
building a crib, J.T. was cleaning out a 
room for the nursery, and Cristie “was 
already stocking up and pressing baby 
clothes," Long says. “She was totally 
organized and just so excited."

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A Missing Teen, a Chilling Link? 

Owens is a person of interest in the 2000 disappearance 
of 18-year-old Zebb Quinn, who worked with him at 
Walmart, says Yvonne Cobourn, a former police detect- 
ive turned private investigator. Owens was seen on sur- 
veillance tape buying soft drinks with Quinn the night 
the teen disappeared. Asheville police Sgt. Dave Romick 
calls Owens’s arrest in the Codds’ murders a “significant 
event” in the Quinn cold case. 


The couple hired Owens— also a per- 
son of interest in a 2000 missing- 
persons case (see box)— to help reno- 
vate their property and gave him some 
$7,000 to set up his own business. “J.T. 
was always trying to help the guy who 
was down on his luck," says Long. “I said, 
Tou can’t do that in the mountains of 
western North Carolina.’ My opinion is 
that [Owens] probably asked for more 
money and Cristie put her foot down." 

Now their loved ones are left to imag- 
ine what might have been. “This town 
was supposed to be the kind of place 
that accepted their generosity, where 
they could sit on the porch and enjoy a 
quiet cup of coffee," says friend Lynne 
Mishele. “That was stolen from them— 
and their baby girl."
